Minneapolis, Minn., June 1.—The 


report of the Hennepin county grand 
jury made to the District court Wed- 
nesday clinches the fact that the pri- 
mary election plan is a flat failure. 
It has failed in everything that was 
claimed for it. 
Instead of giving 


this city a. better government, it has 
given it the worst that it has had in 
years. 
It has failed utterly to purify 


the politics of the city. 
Instead it 


has given Boss Ames a stronger hold 
than ever and enabled the corrupt 
ward politicians to manipulate poll- 
tics to their own advantage as never 
before. 


Grand Jury Arraigns Officials 


The grand jury's report contains 


roasts by the score on the city offi- 
cials who were selected under the op- 
eration, of the primary e'ection law, 
and the end is not yet. The jury has 
taken a recess until next week when 
it will resume its work, and further 
revelations will be forthcoming. 
It 


has already consumed thirty-six days 
investigating- the government which 
would have been an ideal one if it 


had become what the primary elec- 
tion advocates claimed It would and 
expended nearly $3,000. 
It return- 


ed in ail nearly 232 true bill and 
scored nearly all of the city officials 
and institutions. It also recommend- 
ed the dismissal of the city liquor in- 
spector, chief of detectives and the 
admitting of physicians to the ctty 
hospital. 


Primary Law Is a Failure 


In practically every department of 


the government gross 
mismanage- 


ment is charged. 
The ordinances re- 


lating to the control of the saloons 
have been entirely ignored, and there 
has been unbusiness methods of book- 
keeping in the central police station. 
Even the city hospital comes in for a 
scoring on the ground that there 
has .been mismanagement both as to 
its business affairs and as to its pa- 
tients. 
A perusal of the report will 


leave no doubt in anybody's mind that 
the primary e'ection principle has not 
operated to save this city from the 
manipulations of politicians or to 
give it a better government.

Therefore when he saw the adver- 
tisement telling of the church pews, 
it occurred to him that some of the 
pews would be just the thing to put 
in. 


"Without loss of time he telephon- 


ed the doctor, who told him that he 
would be glad to let him have all 
the pews he wanted at so 
much 


apiece, naming a low figure, and that 
he could go over to the church and 
help himself to as many as he want- 
ed, the church door being unlocked. 
That afternoon Mr. 'Superintendent 
with two men, armed with screwdriv-

ry will be very favorabiy situated 
for observation the middle portion 
of the month. 
On June 15 it reaches 


the greatest elongation east, and for 
some days preceeding and following 
this date the planet may be seen as 
a bright star- in the evening twilight, 
slanting down to the horizon in the 
same course with the sun and set- 
ting at the same point. 
On June 


15 the planet does not set until 9:25 
so that there will be a good Interval 
for observing it, if clouds or smoke 
do not obscure the low western sky 
too much. 
Venus is becoming higher 


each day as the brilliant 
evening

same point as the sun, but about an 
hour earlier than Mercury, when the 
latter is at its highest.

The 
quartermaster's 
department 


of the Wisconsin National Guard has 
arranged a schedule of 
transporta- 


tion needed 
for transporting the 


state troops from their various sta- 
tions to the strategical points 
of 


the state in case of riot or calamity 
calling for their services. The sched- 
ule consists 
of a set of numbered 


tables 
showing the transportation 


needed for each detachment of 
the 


guard, the time it will take that de- 
tachment to reach trie point cited, 
the times of the regular trains and 
the roads it will have to pass over 
in order to reach 
the destination. 


With the tables are sample telegrams 
addressed 
to the railway official 


that show how the system is to be 
worked. 
The system is the creation 


of Capt. Charles R. Wiliams, assist- 
ant quartermaster, and the schedules 
have been furnished 
to all of the 


railroads 
operating in Wisconsin. 


The Michigan Central has

UNITED STATES AS 


A WORLD POWEE 


Comment of an English Paper on the 


Recent Decision of the Su- 


preme Court. 


London, June 1.—Discussing 
the 


United States Supreme Court decis- 
ion, 
the Westminster Gazette edit- 
orially says: 


The world at large stands to gain 


something by .this momentous decisr 
ion by which congress may devise 
1'or the dependencies a form of gov- 
ernment outside the American con- 
stitution. 
Without the decision the 


United States 
government would 


have been unable to adopt a more 
liberal 'trade policy outside of Amer 
ica than within without disarranging 
the whole of their continental fiscal 
system. 


The relation of America to Europe 


and the world is profoundly modified 
by the new departure. Colonies mean 
a navy, a navy means naval base's, 
and coaling stations, and nava! bas- 
es are insecure unless they are back 
ed by 'the possession of a Hinter- 
land. 
This is the logic of imperial- 


ism, and it may lead the Americans 
as far as it has led us. 
Moreover 


by stepping outside their continent 
the Americans 
undoubtedly weaken 


the force of the Monroe doctrine. 


There is a certain reciprocity in the 


present arrangement 
to conciliate 


Europeans 
to their exclusion ,from 


South America, 
but if the United 


States plunges into Welter-world pol- 
itics equipped 
with a strong navy 


and an American canal, enabling it 
to concentrate on either ocean, she 
can hardly claim to • compete on the 
principle which limits liability while 
putting no limit 
on her expansion. 


The entrance of the United States 
on the scene as a world power 
Is 


already regarded as a highly distur- 
bing factor by the European chancel- 
lories. 


The new departure makes It more 


important than before f or ' the Brit- 
ish and Americans, by all possible 
means, to keep on good terms with 
each other and settle by friendly ne- 
gotiation all outstanding differences.

There should be no difficulty

equipping the cars of the Janesville 
Street Railway- with fenders. There 
is nothing in tlje claim that OIL ac- 
count of the uneven streets and the 
noise made by the" brushes of the 
sweeper that they would not he prac 
tieable in this city. 


There is a fender in use on the 


street cars in Indiana that is not 
heavy and is under the control of the 
motorman at all times. 


It 
is something of the shape of a 


locomotive pilot, built of iron strips 
about an inch wide and a quarter of 
an inch thick forming a framework 
This extends out about two feet in 
front of the car and runs 
about 


three inches above the track. 
It is 


so hung on the front of the car that 
with a move of his foot the motorman 
can drop tho front of it onto the track 
to catch any obstruction in front of 
it.

Both districts have large 
acreage less adaptable to agricul- 
ture than to stock raising, and 
the 


favorable prices on the Boston wool 
market for 
the past year or two 


have acted as an incentive. 


The part the rai'roads are tak- 


ing in the development of the wool 
Industry is largely limited to the cir- 
culation of facts regarding the possi- 
bilities of the new districts, the en- 
couragement of sheep husbandry by 
low rates, inducements to settle, and 
by the promise of more material aid 
in the way of favorable rates when 
the new flocks become producers. 


The men making the experiments 


are relying on the natural advan- 
tages of their location .midway be- 
tween the great wool producing dis- 
tricts of the far West and the mar- 
ket on the Atlantic seaboard, 
to 


secure them more advantageous rates 
on their shipments 
than Western 


producers obtain and materially in- 
crease their profits. 
Prof. Shaw of 


the state university and stock ex- 
perts from the Wisconsin University 
agree that both states are naturally 
adapted to sheep husbandry and thati 


wool
